Let a woman once gain for 
herself the reputation fur furnishing strict- 
ly flrst class articles of the kind in which 
she deals, and hoi' success is assured. \Vith 
a Rood marker within reach, her greatest 
trouble will be to meet the demand for 
fresh eggs and for fries and broilers. 


'' Selling eggs for hatching is another re- 


munerative branch t>f poultry culture. 
Thirteen or 15 eggs arc ronfiidered the 
number of eggs that; ehall constitute a sit- 
ting, nnd such eggs, from one's choieept, 
most valuable specimens of the breeding 
yards, sell at prices ranging from $2 to $3 
nnd $5 per sitting. These eggs are careful- 
ly packed in baskets and evjry precaution 
taken in the packing to insure their safe 
arrival ac tho place of their intended des- 
tination. A piece of new muslin i<s neatly 
sewed over the contents; a label iu largo 
letters that Bays, 'Eggs for harchinp; 
handle with care,' is pasted upon tho 
cloth; the name of purchase?, plainly typed 
or written upon a tag, is attached to the 
handle, and, with fancier's name and ad- 
dress conspicuously placed upon the top of 
basket, it is ready for shipment by express 
and bears n dainty and Vmsint'pplikc ap- 
pearance that goes far toward making a 
business success of Ihe enterprise.

complete food. I sincerely wish thnt I 
could ptrsuado all house mothers to take 
this matter to heart. Our children are fed 
so largely on bread find consume, com- 
paratively speaking, so small a proportion 
of meat that-it is of first importance thuc 
we should give to them in their bread all 
the necessary materials for the proper 
building up of their bodies, and that wo 
should deliberately give to them only a 
part of their proper food and deliberately 
throw away the rest becauso of a foolish 
prejudice in favor of a white loaf is most 
remarkable nnd mast censurable. Certain- 
ly there is pome ehoiee between the two 
kinds of bread ns to taste, but the differ- 
ence is so slight and a preference for ono 
or tho other so largely a matter of habit 
that this side of tlio question ia of but lit- 
tle momenc. And particularly it need not 
be considered, where- the children are con- 
cerned, except aena argument in its favor, 
for I have never known a ehildwho would 
not select the entire wheat or grahzim 
bread in preference to tho whito.
